And 
what you have faid concerning the Voice of 
the People in your Num. 53-68 and 77. Alafs ! 
He'll ne’r fet about ic. Buc ifyou won’d ex- 
pect any thing from a Towardly Lad, you 
fhou’d give him but a fhort Leffoz at firft, that 
he may have but one thing to think on at a 
time, and become Matter of that. 

Rebearf. 1 told you, what Anfwer I expect 
from him. Therefore I have put it upon the 
whole Party to Anfwer me, or Jet their Caufe 
be Expos'd to every one that can tell how ma- 
ny Toes and Fingers he has! But if Mr. Ob- 
fervator thinks it an FYonour to him to be /m- 
ploy’d, Pi) make his Task eafier, and give him 
put two Points to Anfwer at Prefent. And 
Jet him take what Help he can Get. 

‘(1.) The firft is that of Abdication, which 
he has Contended was not the Point upon 
which the Revolution proceeded, but down- 
right that of the Depofing Dottrin. To this 
| have vouchfafed him an Anfwer in mine 
Num. 90. But now | give him only this one 
Authority, which I fuppofe he will not dif- 
pute, that is, the firft Seature made the Fir/t 
of Wiliam and Mary, where he will find the 
Ground of the Revolurion, and of the Settle- 
ment then made, Exprefs’d in thefe words, 
And whereas the late King Fames the Second, 
having. Abdicated the Government, and_ the 
Throne being thereby vacant, &c- 

The other Point is, That of the 3 Effares, 
on which the Obfervater has Beftow’d fo much 
Pains, and will have the Crown to be One of 
them. He will find in the fame Statute the 
Convention Defcrib’d thus, Whereas the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, Affembl’d 
at Weftminfker-—~— Reprefening allthe Eftates 
of the People of this Realm, &c. & 

Here was no King or Queen in this Con, 
vention. Not were they Affembled by the An- 
thority of any King or Queen Yet Here were 
the three Effates. The Lords Spiritual the 
fir, the Lords Temporal the Second, and the 
Commons the Third. And thefe are call’d 
the Effares of the People. Therefore the King 
Was not Reckon’d as any of them. And they 
Were 3 Eftates without the King. If the 
King were One of the Ejfates of the People 
(as thefe men woud have him, to make him

Accountable to the People) then here were 
not Allthe Eftates of the People, contrary to 
what this Scarute fays. 

Now if the Obfervator, and Review (who
